The lovers
of the frozen delicacy arc less
likely to gramble at the quantity
il the quality is good, and the festival
busiuess will soon *“‘play out” in this
neighborhood if the managers show so
much of the desire to make lavze sums re
gavdless of the amount of satisfaction
ven.
